Memorandum on Eecruitirig Drive 



At the last meeting of the i^ational Cpnmittee it i;as agreed to launch a 
recruiting drive in conjunction wth the celebration of Comrade Foster^ s 
70th "birthday^ It tjas agreed that the basis for developing and organiz- 
ing this drive vould come as a result of a dispussion in the state organ- 
illations, counties, sections and clubs, Ihis, therefore, is a general 
outline for the drive: 

lime; I^Jjruary 25 - May 1st, 

Objective; A minimum of 1,000 recruits; 20Jj of these basic industrial 
vrorkersi She drive to be designated as "She Foster 70th Anniversary 
Hecruiting Campaign*^ 

Methods; Ihe basis for this drive is planning and organization and not sc 
much, publicity* The district, county and section, leadership should take 
steps to guarantee that each club discusses this campaign and adopts a 
plan to be based roughly on the follO!;ing approach; 

1, t/here are the club members working? * 



2t What organigatioi^ do the club members belong to? 

3» Where are the c^ub members active? 

Uhat contact do they iBve uith their shopirates, union mates, members 
of nass organizations, neighbors, friends, relatives, etc.? 

5, t/ho of their contacts can be concentrated on to join the Party? 

6, l/hat activities can the club plan to help individual members to 
recruit? (Eouse parties, theater parties, forums, socials, 
outings, etc#)* 



Leadership; The district, county and section committees are to assign its 
members to ijork \7ith the concentration, shop, industrial and community 
clubs for the duration of the campaign, , 

Goals; The goals for the clubs to be determined by the club itself on the 
basis of the approach indicated above. In some clubs, the v;hole club may 
be required to assist one comrade in his efforts to recruit a key ^;orker. 
In other clubs a number of individual comrades may undertake to recruit on 
their oxm. 

In the course of this campaign an attempt should be made to re^recruit 
some of the dropped-out members, 

^hecb^up; Recruiting to be on agenda of every meeting of all Party organ- 
izations and committees, to check on execution of decisions, to discuss 
the experiences of the comrades in their recruiting efforts and to plan 
the next steps in the campaign.

"... E^ch state or district organization shall elect one 
•delcgato for every 200-members- in good standing, or fraction thereof. 
Members in good standing shall ibe based on an average dues payment 
of the district for the first months of 19^0. " 

Re report reflects on page 272 that a report of the 
credentials committee, according to Confidential Informant ND 610, 
disclosed that there were 206 r^isgular- delegates to the convention. 
M\atiplying' this number by 200 'fives' a total of 1|1,200 and allo\ving 
for necessary approximate fractfbnal deductions the approximate 
figure of 39,000 is' thus arrived at as the national membership of 
the Communist Party, USA as of November- 30, 1950. 

The fractional deductions mentioned above are best 
illustrated by using, as an example. District No. 23 (Texas) vihich 
sent tv/o delegates to the^ convention representing 227 members, 
this being the latest available membership for Texas as reported 
by the Offices covering this state. Assuming the figure 227 is 
reasonably correct, ihus the second delegate v;as selected from the 
fraction of 27 members above 200,

"Mr. Crane's accusation is 
vicious lie," the Ambassador's 
statement said^ "It was made un- 
der the pressure of desperate ne 
cessity to save his own skin and 
to account for $135,000 of. union 
funds which he has handled 
> "His financial manipulation of 
these funds was, at the very mo- 
mcnt of Mr. Crane's appearance 
before your committee, the subject 
of investigation by the grand jury 
of New York County. This inves 
tigation is 'in the stag:e of inquiry 
and has not yet J)een completed. 

"I have spent over thirty-five of 
my sixty years, in public life, as 
policeman, magistrate, county 
judge, District Attorney, Army of- 
ficer, minister, Mayor and now as 
Ambassador. I- cannot believe that 
Vour committee intended to allow, 
I pr be a party to, an attempt to 
destroy, in ten minutes, by an un- 
substantiated and unsupported ij 
Ltiharge, a reputation earned in 
lifetime."

Th^ committee heard a good deal 
about crime conditions in New 
York during its session today. 
J. :Edgar Hoover, .director of the 
F^ederal Bureau of Investigation, 
in urging ^continuation of the ac- 
tivities of the committee, said that 
reform movements in' New York 
came and, went and "are usually 
just a splash in the bucket." 
. He indicated he was by no mcans^ 
satisfied that connections between 
New York politicar figujres and 
uhderworld giants had been seri- 

As recently as 
1945, he told the committee, there

- to Irving Sherman, whom Mr.

FOSTER 70th Anniversary R e'er ui ting. Ciampaign 



Confidential Informant T-7 furnished 
a memorandum dated February 20, 1951 issued by the 
Communist Party, USA, to all districts concerning 
the Poster 70th Anniversary Recruiting Campaign. 

The memorandvim said that at the last 
meeting of the National Committee, it .was agreed bo 
launch a recruiting drive in conjimction with the 
celebration of Comrade POSTER'S 70th birthday, to begin 
February 25, 1951 and end ' May 1, 1951* with the 
objective of obtaining .a minimum of 1,000 recruits; 
fo of these basic industrial workers. 
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The memoranda stated that the basis for 
this' drtve was planning and organizing rather than 
publicity and that the district, » county, and 
section leadership should take steps to guarantee 

that each club discuss this campaign and adopt an 
appropriate plan* 

The memorandum pointed out that the district, 
county and section committees were to assign their 
members to work with concentration, shop, industrial 
and community clubs for the d\aration of the campaign. 

The memoranda explained that goal for the 
clubs should be determined on the basis of the 
approach decided upon. It was indicated that in some 
clubs, the whole club might be required to assist one 
comrade in his efforts to recruit a key worker; while 
in another club, a number of individual comrades 
might undertake to recruit on their ox^na." 

It was stated in the memorandum that in the 
course of this campaign an attempt should be made to 
recruit some of the dropped-out members ♦ 

V/ith respect to concentration industries, the 
memorandum stated that the Party Coimnission in 
such industries must assume responsibility for direct 
contact with the major clubs in their industries and 
assist in the adoption and the successful execution 
of their recruiting plans. Further, that each 
Commission must adopt a goal for recruiting in their 
industries. 

Relative to mass work, the memorandum said that 
this drive was to^take place during the heightened 
activities for peace and during the height of the 
struggle around the economic demands of the workers, 
defense of the Party, for Negro rights, Civil rights, 
and a score of other issues growing out of the effect of 
the war drive. The memorandum concluded by saying 
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thiat the greatest success in this recruiting drive would 
depend on the greatest participation and effectiveness 
of the Party membership in these movements and struggles. 



April Control 



Confidential Informant T-7 furnished a letter 
dated March 5, 19^1 from the National Communist Party- 
Organization Department 'to all districts regardir^g 
April Control; The letter stated in part: 

"As has been the usual procedure in the 
past, we are planning a quarterly control of ovir 
membership. It is to take place during the month 
of April. The method by which this control is to 
be carried through is the purchase by the individual 
members of a March Dues Stamp, which is desginated 
as a special control stamp. This moans that a. 
real drive is to be developed to bring the membership 
dues standing up to date- by paying up thoir back dues 
before they can purchase the March Stamp. 

"This quarterly campaign, coming as it does 
in this period, v;hen ^^re are attempting to conclude 
our registration reaching Qofo of the membership, is of 
greatest importance. As yet, a number of districtshave 
not followed through in the spirit of the National 
Committee decision- to reach that objective. We propose 
to finally conclude the registration with the April 
Control " 

Membership Records 

Confidential Informant T-^, of known re- 
liability, advised that since the Communist Party had 
intensified its security program, all rank and file members » 
,had been told that no lists of Communist Party members existed. 
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However^ according to this informant, there are lists 
of Party members in New York at least, because the group 
leaders must collect dues ^rom their groups and keep a 
record of the dues received* The group leaders must 
turn in the dues money to what is now known as a group 
coordinator and in this accounting must indicate the 
amount of dues collected, together with the identity of 
the members from whom payment was received ♦ The group 
coordinator in turn transmits the dues money to a section 
treasurer, along with the names of the members paying the 
dues. 

This informant also stated that the identity 
of this section treasurer is only known to the group 
coordinator. The section treasurer maintains a complete 
list of Communist Party members in his section, reflecting 
their dues standings and other financial obligations, 
informant explained. 

Confidential Informant T-20, of knovm reliability, 
reported that in January, 1951 > a portion of the inforr 
mation furnished by members who were being re-registered as 
Party members was recorded on^ mimeographed slips. The. 
name of the member was written across the top of ^the slip 
so that a report of the registration could .be made to the 
section staff. The slip reflected data concerning the 
member *s ^sex, race, and length of time in the Party. It 
also disclosed data regarding the member *s economic status 
under the headings "job", "housewife", "prof." and 
"employed". 

This informant also reported that in the Queens 
County Communist Party, New York City, group captains 
were given a list of members in their groups with in- 
structions that the list could be memorized and destroyed, 
or, if discreetly concealed, retained. These group 
captains were instructed that it was their responsibility ' 
,to find out allaboufc their ^individual group members and to 
check on them.

The "Daily Worker" for June 21, 1951, Pago 
2, Column 1, contained the following statement of the 
National Committee, CP, USA, released on June 21, 1951, 
by HENRY WINSTON, National CP Organizational Secretary: 

"•The Supreme Court decision, and the new 
steps for further prosecutions, have created a situa- 
tion in which the civil liberties of no American is 
safe any more. Following the Vinson verdict, a deci- 
sion was made by the National Secretariat on June 
1951, which was ratified by the full National Committee 
of the Communist Party on Juno 8, 1951, pursuant to its 
authority under the Constitution of the CPUSA, to carry 
thru a new registration of its membership in order to 
.protect our organization, from every attempt to- outlaw 
and smash it, 

"'Only those members who are registered under 
this new registration and their membership approved by 
appropriate committees of tho Communist Party on or be- 
fore August 8, 1951, will henceforth be and remain party 
members. All others not so approved have ceased to be 
party members as of Juno ij., 1951, and will not -be con- 
sidered as such for any purpose.'" 
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Conf idontia:! Informant T-2, of known reli- 
ability, in analyzing, this statement, interpreted it 
to mean that the CP was endeavoring, in light of the 
United States Supreme Court decision on June ij., 195l^

In analyzing the aforementioned registration 
statement of June 21, 195l> Confidential informant T-i|., 
of knom reliability, was of the opinion that tho 
statement meant exactly what it said, and that, doubtless, 
the annual party registration would take place earlier 
this year than in previous year a* This informant 
stated that the Party wovild register each comrade 
after he or she had been individually examined closely 
and perhaps personally interviewed by the comrade »s 
respective section, county, or district committee. 
Informant stated that these district, . county, or section 
committees would review the qualifications and activi- 
ties of each and every comrade, and when it had been 
ascertained that a comrade had been inactive, had re- 
fused Party assignments, had not paid his dues regularly, 
or had shown lack of cooperation with Party leadership, 
then a decision^ would be made to drop, him or her from 
the Party roles by not inviting the comrade to i?eregister 
as a Party member. 

According to this informant, those comrades

who had been active in Par.ty assignments, v;ho had paid 
their dues, and who had made a personal sacrifice of 
their time and effort in supporting or working in behalf 
of the Communist Party/ Such members] according to this 
informant, would bo invited to rorogistor as members of the 
Party for the coming year, ^ 

It was the informantts belief that all those 
comrades who had not been invited to reregister by the ' 
aforementioned committees could consider themselves 
dropped from the rolls of the Commimist Party, The 
informant expressed the belief that as a result of this 
now registration, the total membership of the Party 
would be greatly reduced, but that those members who did 
reregister v;ould be considered absolutely loyal and
